LONDON, May 5.—Captain F. T.

Dr. Dinwiddie’s Letter. 


Dr. Dinwiddie’s letter read: 

“The permanent appointment of Pro- 
hibition Commissioner hag been so 
much discussed in the press in recent 


weeks, and my attitude, as well as 
that of representatives of some other 
temperance groups, has been referred 
to so frequently that I feel impelled 
to lay before you the considerations 
that have actuated me in my course. 

“This appointment is to be made un- 
der the terms of the recently enacted 
Reorganization bill, which specifically 
places responsibility for enforcement 
and appointments upon the Secretary 
of the Treasury, and passage of which 
was urged by all the temperantce agen- 
cles having representatives in Wash- 
ington and others as well. 

“This provision was inserted in the 
belief and with the hope that the 
power of appointment would be lodged 
where responsibility was lodged, and 
where it would likely be freer from 
—— influence than it might be if 

appointments were to be made 
the President subject to Senatorial ‘ad- 
vice and consent.’ 

“Let me say frankly that I have not 
been Actuated by any personal con- 
siderations. I hold no brief for Gen- 
eral Andrews and have taken no posi- 
tion on this question upon his es- 
tion or request; and I have none but 
—* kindliest regards for Major Haynes. 

t is purely a matter of administra- 
tive policy and efficiency which is in- 
volved, according to my view. 

“I have refrained from advocating 
the appointment of any specific person 
as prohibition commissioner, as the 
only logical course to follow. As the 
President must of necessity delegate

HEALTH GOOD IN MARCH. 


Infant Mortality In State Was Low 
With Little. Disease. 
Special to The New York Times, 
ALBANY, May 5.—Health. conditions 
were most favorable for the third suc- 


cessive period this year during March, 
Dr. J. W. Deporte, Director.of the Di- 








Department of Health, reported today. 
The general death rate of 13.8 per 1,000 
population and the infant mortality 
rate, 66 per 1,000 births, were the low- 
est. ever recorded for the month. 
There were more than 6,000 fewer 
deaths in March than during that 
month of 1926, the report indicated. 
Mild weather during March was the 
reason for the low Ty didana De- 


ly the result of low death. rates from 
pneumonia, influenza and tuberculosis; 
im addition, the death rate from heart 
disease was lower than for the corre- 
sponding month last year. The pneu- 
monia death rate was 170.2 per 100,000 
population, the lowest ever recorded 
for March, while the death rate for 
tuberculosis, 96.3, for the first time in 
this month fell below 100. 

Never but once were the death rates 
from measles (1.7) and whooping 
cough (4.3) as low as in March of this 

ear. There were 200 fewer deaths 

rom measles than in March, 1926,.and 

the whooping cough rate was but one- 
third as great. e diphtheria death 
vate up-State was’ 4.8 in Match, 1927, 
as com with 6.1 in 1926; in New 
York City, however, there was a slight 
rise in the diphtheria rate.

Attoaney Was Stain —8RB 


Hold-Up—Made Will After 
Threats. 


ST. LOUIS, May 5 (7). _With the ar- 
rest of Glenn T. Hicks, brother and 
chief heir of the estate and much of 
the $365,000 life insurance of Clifford 
M. Hicks, aged 28, slain law partner 
of former Governor Elliott W. Major, 


murder was imminent. 

Besides Hicks, the police arrested 
Harry W. Bostelman, aged 31, and 
William Davis, 29, an ex-convict. The 
trio were held without bond. Hicks 
held to his denials of any connection 
with the slaying of his brother, a for- 
mer minister, whose body, pierced by 
six bullets was found near here Sun- 
day. Several hours of examination 
resulted in an open accusation 
Chief Kaiser that Hicks had instigated 
the murder, if he did not actually 
carry it out. 

Hicks admitted, Chief Kaiser said, 
that he with Davis and another man 
had gone to his brother’s office an 
hour before the attorney’s body was 
found, taking from it several papers. 
He further admitted, Kaiser said, tele- 
phoning to the slain lawyer's stenogra- 
pher about 7 o’clock Sunday morning, 
two hours before the body was found, 
and telling her that her employer was 
murdered. 

“How did you know that your 
brother was murdered at that time 
when the body. was found at 9 
o’clock?”’ asked Kaiser. 7 

“Well, I just. thought it,” Kaiser 
quoted Hicks as replying. ‘I thought 
it. That's all.” 

Then, according to Kaiser’s account 
Hicks hesitated, and added, ‘Well, 
chief, I guess I’m: in ‘for it now, It 
looks bad.’”’ 

The secretary of the slain man, Miss 
Ida Sinnwell, verified Hicks’s account 
of calling her by telephone Sunday 
morning and asking her to come to 
the dead attorney's office. 

Suspicion centred on Glenn Hicks 
yesterday, Kaiser said, after he had 
produced a will left by the murdered 
man in which he named Glenn as the 


'7chief beneficiary. Hicks’s wife and 


mother each received $1. Further in- 

vestigation disclosed that a large share 
of the lawyer’s $465,000 insurance had 
been assigned to Gienn, and that Glenn 
had two weeks ago induced his brother 
to assign more insurance to him. 

A revealing circumstance, Kaiser 
said, was the discovery that Glenn 
Hicks and another man had appeared 
at the Federal Commerce Twist Build- 
ing, where the slain man had his 
office, at 5 o’clock Sunday morning, 
nearly four hours before his body was 
found. They demanded admittance, 
but were repulsed by the night watch- 
man. Soon after 7 A. M. Hicks tele- 
phoned Miss Sinnwell asking her to go 
to the office. When she and her 
brother arrived, they found Hicks and 
the other man, believed to be Davis, 
— for admittance.

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VLYMEN AGAIN ORDERS 
NO MIXED DANCING 





by|Head of Eastern District High 


School Says Saccessor May 
Change Class Day Rale. 


For the twenty-eighth time since Dr. 
William T. Viymen was appointed 
Principal of the Eastern District High 
School in 1899, the annual Class Day 
exercises of the seniors will be held 
on May 23, boys dancing with boys 
and girls with girls. No mixed danc- 
ing will be permitted, Dr. Viymen an- 
nounced -Jast night, despite the many 
objections te the ruling. 

Dr. Viymen,..who returned to his 
duties this week after having been On 
sick leave a year, said-he did not think 
it was a hardship for the boys and 
girls to be prevented from dancing 
with each other on Class Day; since 
they had so many opportunities at 
other times. He said he hoped that 
the Board of Education would not 
remove the principal’s authority . to 
permit or forbid dancing. He intimated 
that he would soon resign. 

“In the school itself mixed dancing 
takes place at alumni affairs with the 
consent and approval of the principal,”’ 
Dr. Viymen’s statement said. ““Mixed 
dancing, however, is no part of school 
work. It is an after-class activity, to 
be given or not, at the th | of 
the principal. 

“The rule against mixed Stencil was 
made at the request of parents, to 
whom the principal gave a promise. 
No parent has ever objected’ to the 
rule. A committee of Lutheran min- 
isters also called at the @chool at one 
time to protest against mixed dancing.

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hited Shot on. Merosco Stage. 


Shortly after the curtain went up on 
“Triple Crossed’’ at the Morosco Thea- 
tre last evening Frederick Smith, one 
of the actors, was fatally shot by 
Robert Toms, another member of the 
cast. The shot took effect in the 
heart. According to a physician who 
voluntéered his services, death was ap- 
parently instantaneous. 

Smith was playing the part of Taber 
Van Buren, who is the lover of Mrs. 
Callender in the play. Toms was cast 
as Ridgely Callender, husband of Van 
Buren's mistress. In an early scene 
Toms was supposed to point an empty 
revolver at Smith and snap the trig- 
ger once or twice to show that it was 
not loaded. It clicked the first time. 
But the second time a cartridge ex- 
ploded and Smith dropped dead on the 
stage. 

For a moment the actors fumbled 
with their lines; obviously unable to 
make up their minds as to just what 
had heppened. And since the play had 


leaned toward farce through the early 
scenes, the audience thought the 
shooting was part ofthe story. The 
body was left in the chair where Smith 
had collapsed after the alleged acci- 
dent, and the curtain was not lowered. 
All. efforts. to revive the dead man 
failed. After the arrival of the police 
‘the body was removed by two stage 
hands to a dressing room. The other 
members of the cast were subjected 
to a rigid examination by police in- 
spectors who had béen summoned by 
George Spelvin, business manager of 
Triple Crossed Productions, Inc. 

Well, if “Triple Crossed’’ had been 
better written and better acted, and 
if most of the first-night audience had 
not been familiar with the gun-sput- 
tering devices of ‘‘The Spider,’’ now 
frightening audiences to death at the 
Forty-sixth Street Theatre, the shoot- 
ing of Frederick Smith might have 
sent a shudder or two across the 
house. .When the police inspector be- 
gan to arrest the audience, however, 
as the inspector does in “The Spider,’’ 
and post fake patrolmen at the doors, 
the trick began to seem too bare- 
faced for two plays in one season. Ap- 
parently to avoid charges of plagiar- 
ism, the program explains: “This play 
copyrighted under the name of ‘The 
Triple Cross’ on Dec. 9, 1922, bearing 
copyright No. 63035, Copyright Office, 
U. S. A.” In these avaricious days no 
successful play attains true success 
without a suit for theft, infringe- 
ment or confidence-gaming: ' Although 
“Triple Crossed” seems innocent of 
sinful practices, the fact remains that 
“The Spider’ stole this thunder: sev- 
eral weeks ago and is still rumbling 
with much finer illusion. 

With ‘‘plants’’ in the audience ‘Triple 
Crossed’’ is lavish. Fifteen or seven- 
teen members. of the cast occupy 
expensive orchéstra seats half way 
through the drama. They include 
doctors, district attorneys, lawyers, 
crooks, a critic (dinner clothes and 
eyeglasses on a ribbon) and a travel- 
ing salesman, who says that he “‘trav- 
els in ladies’ wunderwear.’” In the 
course. of the rather short. evening 
quips are passed back and _ forth 
about critics, actors and other public 
nuisances—all with some show of 
brightness. But the inferior acting 
end the unsteady play craftsmanship 
make for tame entertainment. In the 
first act the district attorney an- 
nounces from the stage that the audi- 
ence is well within its legal rights to 
leave. As mystery melodramas go, 
some day that announcement will be 
made once too often.

FUTILE DEBT DEBATES. 

If there were need of demonstrat- 
ing the highly technical and complex 
nature of the war debt owed by 
Great Britain to the American 
Treasury, the thing would have been 
done by the English note delivered 
yesterday to our Government and 
Secretary MELLON’s rejoinder to it. 
Here are offieial and financial ex- 
perts who cannot agree on the terms 
df the problem they are debating. 
Their figures vary and their inter- 
pretations diverge. It seems a pity 
that they could not have quietly got 
together to fix at least the statistics 
which they manipulate. One error 
is handsomely confessed in Secretary 
MELLON’S statement, but it is, rather 
amusingly, a typographical error. In 
his letter to President HEBEN, to 
which the British Exchequer takes 
exception, he had said that the Euro- 
pean nations were getting from Ger- 
man reparations all that they were 
paying to the United States. This 
the British authorities resented at 
the time, and say now, with ample 
proof, that, so far as concerns Eng- 
land, it is not correct. But Mr. 
MELLON .explains that in the original 
draft of his letter to President His- 
BEN he had written “except Great 
Britain.” But somehow this phrase 
was left out of his published letter. 
He now speaks of it as merely a 
typographical error which should 
really not have misled any one, since 
the context made Clear what he 
meant. It is to be hoped that this 
will satisfy the British Government; 
it will doubtless satisfy, and even 
delight, British newspapers. They 
know what it is to have matter get 
blunderingly into print. 

It is not worth while to pursue in 
detail the other differences between 
the debaters about the debt. All of 
the nice distinctions between money 
paid for reparations and for army 
costs; -between the sums that reached 
the British Treasury and those that 
went to the credit of the various 
Dominions; the disagreements about 
dollar purchases by us in England, 
and the use of the resulting credit in 
sustaining foreign exchange and to 
carry out British contracts in this 
country—all these and other points 
are for the financial pundits. They 
mean little or nothing to the ordinary 
reader. They scarcely enter into the 
main and large question which has 
yet to be settled. 

It is already stated in London that

“bridges.” That dims the hope of 
early action on either the Tribor- 
ough Bridge or the East River 
Vehicular Tunnel. It may give 
added impetus to the move to have 
the new bridges financed as the 
Hudson River Bridge is being, by 
bond issues to be recouped out of 
tolls. Of course there would be 
difficulties. A city bridge is in a 
somewhat different category from 
an interstate bridge and tolls are 
not popular. But they would not 
be permanent, and in this way: the 
city could at least get early relief 
without adding to its already stag- 
gering debt burden. 

Here is another fine example of 
the effect of the city’s subway pol- 
So long as it is shaped by 
politics rather than economics, the 
city must forget its other needs. 
If it must go without bridges, it 
must go also without playgrounds 
and other public improvements, or 
keep on adding to its burden of debt 
by sufferance of the Legislature. 
Will it. ever.undertake to make the 
whole subway system self-support- 
ing? If not, there will come a day 
when “Say It With Shovels” will 
take on a new meaning and the 
city, having dug its subways, will 
have to set to work to dig itself 
out from under the mountain of 
debt which they imposed.

RELIEVING FLOOD VICTIMS. 

The airplane has made good in 
the area of the Mississippi floods. 
There are many uses for it where 
landmarks are blotted out and vic- 
tims of the great disaster have to 
be sought in isolated refuges. It is 
a twenty-four-hour day for the pi- 
lots. Night flying with lights is a 
part of the work. Pensacola sent 
thirty-one machines to the Missis- 
sippi Valley, all of them seaplanes, 
under command of Commander 
CHARLES of the navy. The army 
contributed seventeen planes. Na- 
tional Guardsmen from Arkansas 
and Texas have also been flying. 
One army pilot is using an amphib- 
ian plane, which is the ideal “ ship ” 
for flood relief. It is chiefly en- 
gaged in carrying engineer officers 
on inspection trips. The pilots 
carry food, vaccine and medicines 
to the concentration camps. One 
group of aviators is taking photo- 
graphs of the submerged districts. 
Everybody having anything to do 
with the direction of relief work 
agrees with the Governor of Ar- 
kansas that the flying sailors and 
soldiers are doing heroic “ stunts.” 

Figures of the havoc done by the 
Mississippi flood have to be revised 
every twenty-four hours. Secretary 
Hoover, in his report to the Presi- 
dent, predicted that the worst 
would show 250,000 persons home- 
less and dependent upon the Red 
Cross for relief. He thinks that it 
will be from four to six weeks after 
the crest of the flood before services 
of sustenance, clothing, medical at- 
tention and sanitation can be re- 
laxed. 

Since Mr. HOOVER’s report thirteen 
parishes in Northern Louisiana, in- 
cluding one hundred cities, towns 
and villages, have been over- 
whelmed. The rich cotton, sugar 
and rice belt of the State is in the 
path of the advancing waters. 
What was considered the strongest 
bulwark of all, the Milliken Bend 
levee, has collapsed. Mr. HOOVER’S 
estimate of 250,000 homeless falls 
short of the reality. The first Red 
Cross fund of $5,000,000 will soon be 
exhausted. It is certain that the 
$10,000,000 asked for by President 
COOLIDGE will be needed.

PRESIDENTS AS WAR-MAKERS. 

In National. University Law Ke- 
view Professor ALBERT H; PUTNEY 
discusses “Executive Assumption 
of the War-Making Power.” It is 
an ancient theme. Technically, of 
course, only Congress has the con- 
stitutional power to declare war; 
but acts of the Executive may tend 
to involve the country in war with- 
out the authorization of Congress. 
Professor PUTNEY reviews the prec- 
edents. He finally refers to “the 
“Winter of 1926-7, when the Exec- 
“utive definitely and openly appro- 
“priated this power with only a 
“few members of Congress having 
“ the courage to protest.” 

This is not quite fair to Mr. 
CooLipge. Presidents ROOSEVELT, 
TAFT and WILSON all used force, 
always in the case of supposed 
Latin-American beneficiaries. Mr. 
TAFT and Mr. WILSON were not 
always consistent. Mr. ROOSEVELT 
tempered his.action in regard to 
Panama by procuring the adoption 
by the second Hague Peace Con- 
ference of the prohibition of armed 
force to recover contract debts. But 
no President pretends to make war 
on his own ‘hook. He protects

} gion; peaceful to all men of good 
will. Why is Nicaragua swarming 
with American marines? As the 
President has said, “to insure 
“the adequate protection of ail 
“ American interests in Nicaragua, 
“whether they be endangered by 
“internal strife or by outside inter- 
“ference in the affairs of that 
se republic.” 

What is “internal strife”? ‘The 
wicked Liberals are in the majority. 
Diaz, the Conservative President, 
would have had to disappear long 
before this if the United States, 
identifying him with “ American in- 
terests,” didn’t keep guard on him. 
Professor PUTNEY speaks incor- 
rectly of “military intervention” 
and “war.” Could there be more 
inept words to describe American 
tutelary control for the purpose of 
guaranteeing to the Nicaraguans 
a Conservative-American Govern- 
ment? In an unguarded moment, 
President WILSON said: “I hold it 
“as a fundamental principle * * * 
“that every people has the right 
“to determine its: own form of 
“ government.” 

That was in 1915. We are a pro- 
gressive people. Long § satisfied 
with our peculiar genius for man- 
aging our own affairs, we feel 
driven to manage those of less for- 
tunate nations. We are an adaptive 
and a tolerant people. Government 
by majority does fairly well here. 
Government by minority, insured by 
the benevolent excursions of our 
marines, is necessary and desirable 
for the Nicaraguans. They will 
learn to like it, if the marines stay.

SHOW BOAT AT SEA. 


For the past twelve or thirteen 
years a seagoing theatre has toured 
the long stretches of salt water 
along the banks of the Dismal 
Swamp Canal, the rivers and bays 
of Northeastern North Carolina and 
Southeastern Virginia, and the in- 
land waterways that net the coastal 
region. The James Adams Floating 
Theatre, according to The Charlotte 
Observer, is the only deep-sea play- 
house going. On the Mississippi 
there are still a few entertainments 
competing with the movies; but they 
do not take to the open sea, The 
“ Playhouse,” listed in the tonnage 
register of the Department of Com- 
merce among the unrigged merchant 
vessels, sometimes encounters rough 
weather on Chesapeake Bay and 
Albemarle Sound. After battling 
heavy seas, the boat is usually de- 
serted by the actors as soon as they 
set foot on shore, but it has a fasci- 
nation for them that draws them 
back. 

The owner of this rare enterprise 
was formerly a circus performer. 
His liking for traveling shows lasted 
even after hig partnership with 
JOHNNY J. JONES, the carnival king, 
brought him a fortune. At one time 
he had a two-car ten-cent vaude- 
ville that did business in North 
Carolina. When he started the show 
boat in 1914 he selected the timbers 
where they grew. His old affection 
for the boat has died down, for he is 
now seldom aboard, but his brother 
is still with it, managing the busi- 
ness end, and his sister is the lead- 
ing actress. Her husband is the 
stage manager and director, and 
these three, with two other married 
couples in the troupe who have been 
with.it for some years, give the 
company the air of a firmly esta>- 
lished family. 

The arrival of the “Playhouse” is 
a longed-for event in the fishing 
villages of the coast. No advance 
man places advertising in the news- 
papers or whoops up publicity, for 
all of the 700 seats are taken every 
night, and thirty-five towns, each 
played a. week, know. when their 
turn is coming. Two little tugs haul 
the floating theatre from one place 
to the next. The plays given are 
described by the director as “all 
“ about mother love, faithful and un- 
“ faithful sweethearts, the lamp in 
“the window, an occasional villain, 
—“— in a play full of smiles and 

“ tears, but mostly hilarity and fun.” 
One of the most popular plays is 
“ Little Lost. Sister,” in which the vil- 
lain, having lured the heroine to a 
cabaret, tries to make her take a 
drink into which he has dropped a 
powder. Cries of “ Don’t you drink 
that stuff, little girl!” are heard 
from the audience.

“take a little publicity.” Yet they 
will be able to understand why the 
floating theatre shuns publicity. 
Stories in the papers about its suc- 
cess do not reach its clientele, but

What 
emperors and kings have done in 
other days, the people are coming 
to do for themselves, through un- 
official institutions, in appreciation 
of outstanding services of individu- 
als or, groups, and especially in 
peace. The yearly awards of the 
Pulitzer prizes in letters and the 
drama, of the Roosevelt medals for 
distinguished service and of the 
medals of the National Institute of 
Social Sciences are but a few of the 
hundreds of yearly expressions in at- 
tempted appraisement of serious ef- 
fort for the common good. It is a 
healthful sign, for it means that 
democracy, aS CHESTERTON once 
said, is after all always dreaming of 
a “nation of kings.”

In from thirty to sixty minutes in the 
air a bright student can keep the ship 
on an even keel and make “gentle’’ 
turns, Then he is drilled on take-offs 
and landings, much more difficult. 
Then come spirals, loops and spins. 
This is the training offered at the ten- 
hour commercial school course. 

"We can teach any one to fly,” an 
instructor has said, ‘‘but we cannot 
make him think.” It is thinking and 
practice that make a good pilot. 
“There must be long experience in the 
air,”’ writes Casux Jones, ‘‘so that fly- 
ing becomes second nature.”’

PLAN TO IMPROVE JURIES. 


Better Men Might Serve if Their 
interests Were Considered. 
To the Editcr of The New York Times: 

I noticed in THe Times of May 3 that 
300 talesmen failed to appear for jury 
service in General Sessions the day be- 
fore, and that it caused three of the 
Judges to close down for the day. In 
today’s issue I read another article, 
in which Supreme Court Justice S. B. 
Strong seems to advocate that the 
raising of a juror’s pay from $3 a day 
and 25 cents extra for each case in 
which a juror sits, to $8 a day and $1 
extra in each case in which a juror 
sits, would be the solution to getting 
more of the better class of men to 
serve on the jury. 

It seems to me that Judge Strong 
has not hit on the right solution. The 
sum of $10, and even $20, would not 
compensate the class of men that 
should serve on the jury for the loss 
of time and the sacrifice they make 
from business. For a long time I have 
advocated a change in the jury system 
and thought that if you cared to pub- 
lish this suggestion it might fed: fer- 
tile soil: 

Have one large central room in the 
court house, where ail jurors could re- 
port for the various parts. Have the 
roll called in this room and have the 
clerk in charge assign a sufficient 
number of jurors to each part, where 
they would be conducted by one who 
would act as foreman. On reporting 
to the assigned part, they would be 
called in the usual way. As soon as 
a juror was challenged and excused, 
he would be required to report back 
immediately to the assembly room 
and be available for. another part or 
another case when his turn came up 
again. The central room should have 
desks and telephones, so that jurors 
not actually on duty could be in con- 
stant communication with their offices, 
attending to business affairs. 

As the system is now, so many of

If there were ary 
real principle involved, any constitu- 
tional problem entailed in the question 
as to President Coolidge’s renomina- | 
tion and re-election, the public thought 
might take a different view of the 
subject. 

In view, however, of the masterful 
manner in which Mr. Coolidge has con- 
ducted himself as President, the gen- 
eral belief that the ‘‘thands-off"’ policy 
which has done so much in the last 
few years to invigorate and revive and 
inspire the business world. as carried 
out by the present Administration 
should not suffer interruption gives the 
general public the conviction that it 
will be about as foolish to change Ex- 
ecutives as it would be for the steel 
trust to discharge Judge Gary. “Big 
Business’’ is the man on horseback to- 
day and will keep President Coolidge 
in office as long as it sees fit.

Two weeks ago Friday I looked for 
the weather report. It read: “Rain 
today and probably tomorrow.” As my 
volunteer crew was coming out to the 
boatyard to varnish the bright work, I 
was considerably disturbed. | 

Well, Saturday morning came and it 
did look a little like rain. I went down 
to the boatyard, met the crew, and 
told them there would be no varnishing 
done that day. ‘Silent’ Bill Haddock 
said, “‘Why not?” IL replied; “Tax 
New Yorx Times said yesterday that 
it was going to rain today, and this 
morning’s paper says it’s going to rain 
tomorrow.” ‘‘Silent” Bill Haddock 
then exclaimed, “Tua New YorKE 
Times is a liar! It is not going to rain. 
I know because I just spoke to’ Al 
Daniels about the weather."’ 

Now, Al Daniels is the foreman of 
the boatyard. He happened to be pass- 
ing and I called him over. I said, ‘‘Al, 
is it going to rain today?” Al cocked 
his eye, sniffed the air once or twice, 
and relieved himself of the following: 
“It isn’t going to rain today, nor to- 
morrow, and the chances are that we 
won't have any. rain for three or four 
days.” I said, “How do‘ you know?” 
Al said, “I don’t know how 1 know—I 
just know.” 

Then I said, “You: think it is per- 
rectly safe to go-ahead with the bright 
work?”

Into Gold Caused a Stir. 


Held Chair of Chemistry in Berlin

BERLIN, May 5.—Professor Adolf 
Miethe, whose announcement that he 
had found a method: of changing’ 
atomic weight elements and had suc- 
ceeded in converting mercury into 
gold startled the whole world, died 


suddenly today of heart disease follow- | Mrs. Wallis 


ing a minor operation. 
The scientist, who was 65 years old, 
held the chair of chemistry in the Ber- 


lin Technical Institute.‘ He had con-} 


tributed much to science through his 
research work. One of his hobbies was 
color photography, and he held several 


patents on methods for producing pho- 
tographs in natural colors. 

Professor Miethe was a firm believer 
for many years that the atom was not 
indivisible, despite .the general view, 
and he “pene the ion theory. His 
method changing the ho of 
atoms by a high electric charge was 
never accredited, but he was confident 
that the conversion had been made 
and felt sure the scientific vorld was 
on the edge of the discovery of ways 
of changing any element into any 
other. 

The enormous expense involved in 
the conversions by electrical currents 
prevented his method from becoming 
of practical value, he admitted, but he 
believed that if his theory were proved 
it would mean a revolution in present 
ideas about chemical matter. 

Professor Miethe was a patient in the 
hospital for a month ee an in- 
fection in the leg resulting from a 
traffic accident. Repeated operations 
reduced his resistance, and he failed 
to recover from today’s operation. 


His Story of the Experiment. 


Dr. Miethe first announced in 1924 
that he had obtained gold from quick- 
silver....In—his. own..account. oc the 
experiment he said: 

“With my assistant, Dr. H. HGH. 
Stammreich, I succeeded in accomplish- 


ing the disintegration of.the mercury 
atom. I speak exclusively of the disin- 
tegration and not the residue in order 
not to publish anything prematurely 
which at the. present time remains 
obscure in my experiment. .One com- 
ponent of the disintegrated quicksilver 
atom was obtained in computable 
amount by analysis. It showed .01 to 
.10 of a milligram of gold.’’ 

The interest of the general public in 
the experiment was lessened by the in- 
formation that the cost of thus produe<} 
ing gold was more than $2,000,000 a 
pound. Doubt has been.cast on the 
value of the experiment from a scien- 
tific standpoint. In the Fall of 1925, 
Professor H. H, Sheldon, Chairman of 
the Department of Physics of New 
York University, and Roger 8. Estey, 
an instructor in that university, dupli- 
cated with funds supplied by e Sci- 
entific American Dr. Miethe’s experi- 
ment as described in detail by him, 
Their exhaustive tests brought no re- 
sults, and they. expressed the belief 
that the reason Dr. Miethe had found 
gold was that he had used Spanish 
mercury, .which contains .@ small 
amount of gold. 


Discredited in Germany. 
in October,.1925, the American Chemi- 


cal Society quoted several German 
physicists as discrediting the Miethe 


experiment, because they, like the New | 


York scientists, had failed in’ a dupli- 
cate experiment, and because, in their 


opinion, ‘“‘all mercury preparations 
hitherto utilized for’ gold production’ 
and described as free of gold contained 
that métal.”” Dr. Nagaoka, the Japa- 
nese physicist, has claimed the pro- 
duction of gold by subjecting quick- 
silver to a terrific electrical force. He 
questioned whether Dr. Miethe had 
used sufficient electricity to accom- 
Pplish the same result, and. suspected

BRLLANGA GIVES UP 
RADIO GENERATOR 


Apparatus for. Long Distance 
Communication Decreases 
Plane's Speed. 


HANGAR MENACED BY FIRE 


Tests of Parachute Fiares Are Dis- 
Continued When One Is Blown 
on. Roof. 


Calculations on the wind resistance 
of the generator for the radio set on 
the. Bellanca monoplane, which is. to 
fly to Paris shortly, led to its aban- 
donment yesterday. It was found that 


the generator; which was to have been 
placed on the right forward wing 
strut of the plane, would have de- 
creased the speed of the plane by. at 
least three miles an hour and prob- 
ably decreased its radius because of 
reduced speed and fuel by nearly 200 
miles. 

This result led to its being dis- 
carded immediately, because every bit 
of speed and every drop of gasoline 
will be necessary to carry the plane 
over its long course to France, nearly 
all of which will: be over the water. 

When it was pointed out that dis- 
carding the radio would prevent com- 
munication with the land from the 
plane, the pilots shrugged their shoul- 
ders and expressed regret, but indi- 
cated that they considered their flying 
radius much more important than 
communication.” | 

While this will also prevent their 
communicating with ships at a consid- 
erable distance, this does not worry 
them much, as both are seasoned prac- 
tical pilots and feel confident of their 
ability to reach France without com- 

munication facilities, much as _ they 
might desire them. Instead of the 
generator a small battery will be car- 

ried = which will enable them to send 
messages about twenty-five miles in 
case of emergency if they are forced 
down 


Verey pistols and guns carrying 
parachute flares were tested at the 
field yesterday.

JURY AGREES IN 15 MINUTES 


Young Gunman’ Unmoveéd by the 
Verdict—Judge Lays His Plight 
to Bad Company. 


A jury in Judge Donnellan’s part of 
General Sesions returned a Verdict of 
guilty of murder in ;the first degree 
yesterday against Peter. Seiler, twenty- 
one-year-old former high school stu- 
dent, for his~part-in the’shooting of 
Patrolman . Janies | Maste rson in. the 
hold-up of a speakeasy in West 103d 
Street on Jan. 31.. The jurors got the 
case at 11:30 A. M. Fifteen minutes 
later they sent out word that they 
had agreed on a verdict on the first 
ballot. It was not until thirty min- 
utes later, however, that they came 
into court and announced the verdict. 

Seiler, whose home is at 207 East 
Eighty-ninth Street, took the verdict 
without any indication of defiance or 
fear. As he stood beside his lawyers, 
Maurice. Bloch, Democratic minority 
leader of the Assembly, and Assembly- 
man Frederick I. MHackenburg, . he 
showed less emotion than almost any 
other person in the court. Even when 
the Court announced that the death 
penalty would be imposed on May 16, 
the slayer’s attitude of calmness duc- 
ing the trial of almost two weeks re- 
mained unchanged. He replied. with- 
out a quaver to the court atte.dant's 
customary questions in taxing his pedi- 
gree after the verdict. . 

Seiler said he was a clerk, born in 
this country and that his father and 
mother were German and Austrian, 
respectively, but citizens of the United 
States. He had never before been con- 
victed of an offense, Seiler said, but 
had been “‘a heavy drinker in the last 
few months.” 

“It is a sad thing to see a boy of

Chapman-Finnegan Clash Here

Recent dispatches from England re- 
late that boxing promoters there have 
found the public more interested in the 
“little fellows’’ who display more sci- 
ence than slugging. Women, the ad- 
vices stated, are attending bouts in 
greater numbers than ever before and 
their preference is dictating the style. 

In this country the contrary has been 
the case. Tex Rickard, premier pro- 
moter, has repeatedly said, “It’s the 
big fellows they want to see.” Ap- 
parently they do, and Rickard, the 
most astute gauger of the public trend, 
with a number of million dollar heavy- 
weight gates to his credit, is devoting 
his time and attention to the “big 
fellows."’ Discussing the public prefer- 
ence for the big fellows, Rickard gave 
the reason for his conclusion as fol- 
lows: 

“The demand for tickets tells the 
story. Even now, 'way ahead of the 
Sharkey-Maloney fight, the fans are 
ordering blocks of ringside seats as 
high as 125 in one order. That isn’t 
the case when the little fellows are 
fighting.”’ 

Nevertheless, there are two classes 
among the lighter boxers that are 
drawing the attention of the fans, and 
there promises to be plenty of action 
in these divisions. By coincidence 
both of these classes are without a 
recognized champion, which always 
stirs up interest, as the followers of 
the various contenders wrangle over 
their favorite’s claims. 

For New York fans the first argu-

In fact, he came right out 
and said they were a “gutless crew.” The Yale oarsmen 
were so annoyed.by this uncouth epithet that they went 
out and. beat the, Harvard varsity to a fine frazzle. - 

If Mr. Nickalis had only restrained himself and not 
written any letters, it is probable that Harvard wouts 
have won again. 


Yale Lost Even Its Shirt. 


In those days, as now, it was the custom for the 
losers to take off their shirts at the finish line and pass 
them over to the winners. For many years the shirt 
bill of the Yale Athletic Association had been an alarm- 
ing.item. The turn-over in the New Haven shirt indus. 
try had been rapid and regular. Some of the old grad- 
uates were suggesting that the Yale crew wear no shirts 
whatever’ at New London in order to keep expenses 
down. 

This was the general situation when Edward O. Leader, 
like young Mr. Lochinvar, came out of the West in the 
Spring of 1922. He took the famous “gutless crew” in 
hand and: made it one of the wonder crews of the cen- 
tury. Two years later, the remnants of the “gutless 
crew” went over to Europe and returned with the eight- 
oared championship of the world.

Biocks Advance Again, but With

New. York Reserve Bank made any 
change in its discount rate yesterday ; 

© was no reason for expecting such 
action by eitherinstitution. The Reserve 
system’s gold holdings, however, as 
shown by yesterday’s report, -have con- 
tinued to increase duting the week; 
$229,000,000 has been added to the ac- 
count since the year began, against 


only $88,200,000 in the same period a 


year ago and a decrease of $94,000,000 
in 1925. The loss of gold two years ago 
was mostly explainable by the gold-ex- 
port movement then in progress. But 
there was no. such movement a year 
ago, and it is difficult to explain this 
year’s large increase except by sup- 
posing that the release of reserve gold 
into general money circulation has 
been proceeding at a slower pace. 


On the Stock Exchange, bidding-up of 


prices was resymed in the early hours 
yesterday, but before the end the mar- 
ket drifted into considerably more ir- 
regularity. Several of the. recognized 
objective points of speculation, among 
them General Motors, du Pont, Baldwin 
Locomotive and Cast Iron Pipe, ended 
the day with net declines,.some of 
which ran to 1 or 2 points. Hisewhere 
in the market there were similar evi- 
dences of irreg ‘larity; they gave at 
times an aspect of confusion to the 
market, although the general run of 
reports on its course would have indi- 
cated an uninterrupted rise. 

Money continued at the 4 per cent. 
level. Sterling held firm around the 
higher rate reached on prev.2us days. 
The statement of our March foreign 
trade, classified by countries, showed 
@ surplus of exports to England $8;000,- 
000 larger than in the same month of 
1926 and a similar increase of $26,000,- 
000 in trade with all Europe. The state- 
ment showed, in fact, an increase of 
exports to practically every continent 
in the world and a decrease of imports 
from ‘them. One item in yesterday’s 
Bank of England weekly report was 
extremely interesting: the bank’s ratio 
of reserve to deposits rose to 33% per 
eent., as against less than 21 a year 
ago. The present ratio is the highest 
since Christmas week of 1914; when 
gold was still pouring into the bank’s 
reserve, at Ottawa particularly. it 
then..responded to a sterling rate 
which, up to the middle of that month, 
had held far above the normal gold- 
shipping point at New York. On Nov. 
18 of that year the percentage had 
reached 34, after falling to 14% in the 
August war panic. 

For a generation before the war, a 
“40 per cent. reserve’’ had been con- 
sidered normal; a figure so near it as 
this week's is therefore something of a 
landmark. It fits in more or less with 
the intimation which comes repeatedly 
from London,. to the effect that 


the. British Government contemplates 


transfer.te the Bank of England of 
the £290,000,000 wartime ‘‘currency 
notes’’ which are still an independent 
issue—probably reckoning the bank’s 
gold holdings as a reserve against 
both that currency: and its own bank- 
notes, now secured practically to face 
value with actual gold. The step will 
hardly be taken unless with further 
provision for true elasticity of. the cur- 
rency. . 

No further light was thrown by the 
cabled report of the Bank of France, 
on the question what has been done 
with .the. $90,000,000 London gold re- 


| leased on payment of the French Gov- 


ernment’s London loan. Tue Times's 
Paris financial correspondent cabled 
on Monday that the sum of 462,000,000 
francs had been transferred from the 
item “gold unavailable abroad’’ to the 
item ‘gold available,” which would 
seem to mean that the gold had. been 
counted as part of the French bank’s 
reserve, even when pledged as col- 
lateral. But this is contrary to pre- 
vious supposition and, moreover, it 
does not show how the released: col- 
lateral, or any of it, could be shipped 
to New. York. without reducing the 
total gold reserve of the Bank of 
! Yesterday’s cables merely 
stated that the bank’s total gold re- 
serve had not changed in the week. 
Of. the..other entries in .yesterday’s 
French bank return, the increase of 
1,108,126,000 in note circulation is the 
most important. This is the usual 
month-end expansion, it is larger than 
that which occurred at the end of 
March, but less than that of the fort- 
night ending April 6.

Guessing at Treasury Plans. 

The Treasury Department, as usual, 
has been successful in guarding its 
secret regarding new financing, and 
this fact is responsible for the many 
conjectures being advanced in bank- 
ing circles regarding the handling. of 
the $1,700,000,000 of Second Liberty 
4% per cent. bonds still outstanding. 
Announcement of the Treasury’s in- 
tentions is expected to be made within 
the next few days. A point on which 
many agree is that the Second 4s 
will be retired at the earliest callable 
date, May 15, in which... case_ six 
months’ advance notice must be given. 
The form whith the refunding. will 
take is the subject of a wide differ- 
ence of opinion. A five-year. note, a 
longer term bond issue and short-term 
securities, all are mentioned as pos- 
sibilities. A conversion privilege, such 
as the one by which $1,330:000,000 of 
the bonds were retired last March, also 
is among the prospects. 


The Rumor Factory. 

Such a big. broad and. active mar- 
ket as that of yesterday could hardly 
occur without the development of all 
sorts of rumors, some possibly. based 
on fact, a few on negotiations, tut 
many made entirely. out of whole cloth.

The complaint in the Federal Inter- 
mational suit came before Supreme 
Court Justice Mahoney recently ona 
motion by counsel for John B. Niven, 
Henry A. Mendes, Francis J. Clowés 
and C. A. H. Narlian, local members 
of the firm, for an order compelling 
the bank to file a new complaint mak- 
ing the allegtions more definite. The 
Gourt granted the application, holding 
that the defendants should have 
knowledge of the dates on which the 
bank asserts it made loans in 1924 
which were not repaid and the time 
and place of the examination of the 
Stern company’s books, alleged to 
have been sworn to as correct by the 
accountants and to have influenced 
the bank to make the loans. 

The complaint alleges that the ex- 
amination set forth that on Dec. 31, 
1923, the net worth of the Stern com- 
pany was $1,000,000 and its surplus

BRITISH COMMISSION 
WIDELY DISTRIBUTED 


Morgans Not Only House to 
Profit From $100,000,000 
Credit Obtained Here. 


While no statement was forthcoming 
from J. P. Morgan & Co. yesterday 
regarding the report from London that 
a commission of $2,500,000 was paid by 
the British Treasury for the call on a 
credit of $100,000,000 obtained here at 
the time of the British return to the 
gold standard, it 3 learned from 
other sources that whatever compensa- 
tion was received for the credit was 


spread among a large number of finan- 
ciay institutions. 

' The inferenee regarding the commis- 
sion was contained in a cable quoting 
a statement of Ronald McNeill, Finan- 
cial Secretary of the British Treasury, 
which erroneously gave as $300,000,000 
the amount of the credit arranged 
through the Morgan firm and its as- 
sociates. The credit amounted to $100,- 
000,000 and was obtained at the same 
time that the Bank of England ar- 
ranged for a credit of $200.000,000 with 
the Federal Reserve Bank. The credits 
were arranged two years ago at the 
time of the British return to the gold 
standard and were made available for 
use if needed in the protection of ex- 
change. They were never used and 
expired this week. 

As is usual in transactions of -such 
magnitude, the credit arranged through 
the private bankers carried a re en- 
tation of a large group of banks and 
bankers. It is understood that be- 
tween 200 and 300 were associated in 
the credit, so that whatever commis- 
sion: was received. was widely dis- 
tributed. 

The $200,000,000 credit advanced by 
the Federal Reserve Bank carried the 
provision that interest would be paia 
on the amounts used at a rate of inter- 
est 1 per cent. above the Federal Re- 
serve rediscount rate, with a minimum 
of 4 per cent, and a maximum of 6 per 
cent., As none of the credit was used, 
no interest was received by the Re- 
serve Bank.

Mr. Bron estimated that Russia 
would be exporting 100,000,000 bushels 
of wheat in the next two years. Asked 
if this might not adversely affect the 
export of American wheat and possibly 
drive down prices, he replied: 

*‘Perhaps so, but remember that do- 
mestic consumption is increasing, both 
in Russia and other countries.” 

William M, Jardine, Secretary of 
Agriculture, brought: to the confer- 
ence, which is being attended by rep- 
resentatives of wheat pools in the 
United States, Canaca, Russia and 
Australia, a pledge of assistance of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture for the wheat pool movement, 

In opening the conference Chairman 

Cc. Burnell, President of the Mani- 
toba Wheat Pool, declared the wheat 
growers of the world could stabilize 
prices and place the industry on a fair 
footing with others only by “interna- 
tional action.”’ 

“It is my hope,’’ he. said, “‘that agri- 
culture may be the first to replace in- 
ternational competition by interna- 
tional cooperation.’’ 

Governments, he said, could aid the 
farmer, “but in the last analysis he 
must attend to his own business.”’
